Royal  College  of  Chemistry,  Nov.  1851. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  bear  testimony  to  the 
scientific  acquirements  of  Mr.  James  S.  Brazier. 

Mr.  Brazier  entered  the  Laboratory  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Chemistry  in  1847,  and  soon  attracted  my  special  attention,  by 
the  perseverance  and  earnestness  with  which  he  prosecuted  his 
studies.  His  untiring  energy,  conjoined  with  sound  intelligence, 
and  remarkable  skill  and  dexterity  in  the  performance  of  expe¬ 
riments,  rapidly  carried  him  through  the  regular  course  of  qua¬ 
litative  and  quantitative  analysis  adopted  in  the  Laboratory  of 
this  Institution  ;  and  before  he  had  completed  the  second  year 
of  his  studies,  he  published,  jointly  with  Mr.  Mayer,  two  papers, 
the  one,  “  Analysis  of  the  Mineral  Constituents  of  the  Flax 
Plant,  and  of  the  Soils  on  which  the  Plants  had  been  grown 
the  other,  <£  An  Analysis  of  Plate  Glass  both  of  which  were 
read  before,  and  printed  in  the  Quarterly  Journal  of  the  Che¬ 
mical  Society  of  London.  In  these  two  communications,  Mr. 
Brazier  shows  that  he  is  perfectly  master  of  all  the  operations 
of  mineral  analysis.  At  the  termination  of  two  years,  a  va¬ 
cancy  having  occurred  in  the  College,  he  became  Junior  As¬ 
sistant  in  the  Laboratory,  where,  under  my  direction,  he  su¬ 
perintended  the  practical  exercises  of  the  students.  During 
this  time,  although  much  occupied  with  his  duties,  he  succeed¬ 
ed  in  performing  a  series  of  experiments  on  two  organic  acids, 
which  he  subsequently  published,  jointly  with  Mr.  Gossleth,  un- 
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der  the  title,  “  Contributions  towards  the  History  of  Caproic 
and  CEnanthylic  Acids,”  which  are  likewise  printed  in  the  Quar¬ 
terly  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Society . 

These  researches,  which  are  chiefly  devoted  to  the  inves¬ 
tigation  of  the  deportment  of  the  two  mentioned  acids  under 
the  influence  of  the  galvanic  current,  give  ample  evidence  of 
Mr.  Brazier’s  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  methods  of  or¬ 
ganic  inquiry.  Very  soon  afterwards,  Mr.  Brazier  became 
Senior  Assistant  in  the  College,  and  from  that  time  I  was  hap¬ 
py  enough  to  secure  his  co-operation  in  the  prosecution  of  my 
own  researches,  and  I  had  an  opportunity  of  acknowledging 
the  valuable  assistance  which  he  rendered  me,  publicly  in  the 
last  paper  which  I  communicated  to  the  Royal  Society* 

Mr.  Brazier,  who  intends  devoting  himself  to  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  Chemistry,  has  just  accepted  an  offer  made  to  him  by 
Professor  Andrews,  to  become  Chemical  Assistant  in  the  La¬ 
boratory  of  Queen’s  College  at  Belfast,  a  position  which  opens 
to  him  the  prospects  of  an  honourable  and  useful  career.  Al¬ 
though  very  sorry  to  lose  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  Brazier 
my  best  wishes  accompany  him  in  his  new  position.  I  am 
sure  that  he  will  be  an  ornament  to  that  or  to  any  Institution 
he  may  become  associated  with,  either  in  the  capacity  of  a 
Teacher  or  as  an  Analyst. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  state  that  a  more  amiable,  modest, 
and  trustworthy  man  cannot  be  found  than  Mr.  Brazier, 
whose  experimental  talent,  and  whose  kind  and  intelligent 
mode  of  communicating  knowledge,  will  long  be  remembered 
by  those  who  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  his  assistance  and  instruc¬ 
tions.

Mr.  Brazier  has  been  acting  as  my  Assistant  and  Substi¬ 
tute  in  conducting  the  Chemistry  Classes  in  Marischal  College 
for  a  twelvemonth.  I  did  not  make  choice  of  him  till  after  due 
inquiry  respecting  him,  from  Chemists  of  high  standing  that 
knew  him,  both  professionally  and  personally.  I  thus  obtain- 
ed  from  persons  that  I  had  full  confidence  in,  assurances  not 
only  of  his  attainments  in  science,  but  of  his  private  worth  and 
prudent  and  agreeable  demeanour.  Their  assurances,  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  last  year  has  fully  confirmed.  I  have  found 
Mr.  Brazier  not  only,  as  I  was  led  to  expect,  an  accomplished 
analytical  Chemist,  and  well  acquainted  with  Chemistry  in  its 
present  advanced  state,  but  very  well  informed  in  regard  to 
manufactures  and  other  subjects  of  interest  connected  with  the 
practical  applications  of  Chemistry,  and  well  prepared  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  most  approved  means  of  presenting  illustrations  by 
diagrams,  specimens,  and  experiments. 

I  think  that  Mr.  Brazier  is  qualified  to  do  justice  to  the 
Fordyce  Lectureship.  I  have  no  doubt  that  he  will  be  a  pains¬ 
taking  and  efficient  Lecturer.  A  practical  knowledge  of  analy¬ 
tical  Chemistry,  although  by  no  means  the  only  qualification 
of  a  scientific  Lecturer  in  Agriculture,  has  been  considered  so 
essentia],  that  I  am  not  aware  of  any  person  appointed  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Agriculture,  during  the  last  twelve  years,  excepting  one, 
well  qualified  in  this  particular.  The  present  Professor  of  the 
Llighland  Agricultural  Society  of  Scotland,  was  recently  ap¬ 
pointed  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  Glasgow, 
and  still  retains  his  office  under  the  Society,  and  his  predeces¬ 
sor  held  a  similar  position  in  the  University  of  Durham.  It 
has  happened,  indeed,  that  most  of  the  new  and  valuable  scien¬ 
tific  improvements  in  Agriculture  have  been  founded  on  the 
present  advanced  state  of  Chemical  science,  and  have  resulted 
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from  the  accurate  practical  application  of  its  resources.  This 
result  has  come  to  pass  thus — when  it  has  to  be  ascertained 
what  mineral  matter  a  crop  takes  from  a  soil,  the  means  to  as¬ 
certain  this  important  matter  of  fact  are,  to  burn  a  specimen  of 
the  crop  to  ashes,  and  accurately  to  analyze  those  ashes.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  when  British  Agriculturists  had  their  attention  much 
drawn  to  the  cultivation  of  flax,  the  analysis  of  the  ashes  of  flax 
was  the  most  direct  and  sure  means  of  ascertaining  what  matter 
should  be  looked  for  in  the  soil,  and  what  added  to  it  in  the 
form  of  manure.  This  task  was  performed  by  Mr.  Brazier,  in 
conjunction  with  another  Chemist,  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the 
object  and  of  the  present  state  of  science. 

If  it  shall  please  the  Patrons  to  appoint  Mr.  Brazier,  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  news  of  the  appointment  will  be  re¬ 
ceived  at  other  Universities  and  seats  of  learning  throughout 
the  United  Kingdom,  as  one  merited  by  the  person  appointed, 
and  honourable  to  the  Patrons  and  the  University.
